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CHINESE  RICE  CROP  AND  MAR  EE  T  COALITIONS 

Reports  indicate  an  excellent  rice  harvest  both  in  central  and 
south  China,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  Paul  0.  Nyhus  at  Shang- 
hai.   Weather  conditions,  especially  in  the  Yangtze  valley,  have  been  very 
favorable  and  the  crop  which  is  now  heing  harvested  is  the  best  in  many 
j^ears.     Last  year's  crop  in  this  area,  because  of  drought  and  insect  damage, 
was  the  smallest  harvested  in  many  years.    China  is  normally  a  relatively 
large  rice  importer.    Because  of  the  short  crop,  imports  were  unusually 
heavy  during  the  past  year,     Imports  of  rice  at  Shanghai  from  British 
India,  French  Indo-China,  and  H0ngkong  reached  a  record  .amount  of. 
933,333,000  pounds  for  the  year  ended  September  30.     For  the' year  ended 
September  30,  1929,  imports  from  these  same  sources  totaled  about 
50,665,000  pounds.    Prices  in  Shanghai  have  declined  very  much  during  the 
past  four  months.     In  view  of  low  prices  at  Shanghai  and  unusually  large 
crops  in  China,  it  is  likely  that  foreign  imports  this  season  will  be  much 
smaller  than  usual. 

EUROPEAN  PORK  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

A  somewhat  irregular  tone  prevailed  during  the  week  ended  October  29 
in  the  European  pork  markets.     In  Great  Britain,  Liverpool  average  quota- 
tions indicated  a  decline  for  Danish  Wilt  shires  below  the  rally  of  the 
preceding  week,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at  London. 
The  current  average  of  $17.60  per  100  pounds  was  $6.52  below  last  year's 
level.    American  hams,  however,  made  a  current  level  of  $21.07,  an  advance 
over  the  preceding  week  and  $1.22  under  a  year  ago.    Lard  was  the  highest 
for  the  month  at  $13.36,  and  $1.08  higher  than  last  year.     In  Germany , 
continued  increased  hog  marketings  depressed  the  Berlin  average  for  heavy 
hogs  further  to  $13.74  against  $18.31  a  year  ago,  according  to  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Steerc  at  Berlin.    At  Hamburg,  however,  lard  was  up  somewhat, 
averaging  $12.53,  but  down  62  cents  from  last  year's  levels.     Sec  price  tablf, 
page  677.

SHARP  REDUCTION  IN  ENGLISH  HOPS  PRODUCTION 

The  1930  production  of  hops  in  England  is  officially  estimated  at 
28,336,000  pounds  as  compared  with  40,219,000  pounds  harvested  in  1929, 
according  to  a  cable ' from  Agricultural  Commissioner  E.  A.  Foley  at  L0ndon. 
The  total  acreage  planted  to  hops  is  estimated  at  19,997  acres  as  compared 
with  23,986  acres  in  1929.  Of  the  present  year's  acreage  it  is  estimated 
3^.500  acres  were  left  unpicked,  according  to  Mr.  Foley.  See  market  story, 
page  645,  and  production  table,  page  668. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

Russian  winter  grain  sowings 

The  area  sown  to  winter  grains  in  Russia  up  to  October  20  is  reported 
at  85,000,000  acres, .which  is  80  per  cent  of  the  "plan"  for  the  season  and 
compares  with  97,000,000  acres  sown  up  to  the  corresponding  date  in  1929, 
Developments  point  to  the  failure  to  sow  the  total  winter  rye  acreage,  and 
probably  also  the  wheat  acreage,  outlined  in  the  "plan",  as  Octooer  15  is 
regarded  as  the  latest  normal  sowing  date.    A  report  of  the  Weather  Bureau 
of  R.S.F.S.R.  and  Ukraine  covering  the  first  ten  days  of  Octooer  indicates 
that  the  conditions  of  the  winter  sowings  at  that  time  were  average  or 
above  average  in  practically  all  regions. 

Wheat  production  in  1930 

The  estimates  of  the  1930  wheat  production  in  32  countries  total 
3,230,822,000  "bushels,  an  increase  of  4.5  per  cent  over  the  1929  production 
of  3,091,197,000  "bushels  in  the  same  countries.     The  European  production  in 
22  countries  is  now  reported  at  1,310,512,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  6.8 
per  cent  from  1929.    The  October  1  estimate  of  the  production  in  England 
and  Wales  is  39,635,000,  a  reduction  of  2,000,000  bushels  from  the  September 
1  estimate  and  nearly  8,000,000  bushels  below  1929.    The  estimate  of  the 
production  in  Austria  has  also  been  revised  downward  and  is  now  placed  at 
11,384,000  bushels  which  is  slightly  below  last  year.    Production  estimates 
for  other  countries  remain  unchanged.    The  second  official  estimate  of  the 
1930  wheat  acreage  in  Argentina  is  21,316,000  acrea  compared  with  the  earlier 
estimate  of  20,139,000  acres,  and  the  1929  area  of  19,430,000  acres.  Acreage' 
and  production  tables  appear  on  pages  668  and  669. 

Foreign  growing  conditions 

Europe 

Considerable  rain  fell  over  most  of  Continental  Europe,  being  excessive 
in  Upper  Silesia  and  also  in  the  Balkans,  during  the  week  ended  October  30, 
according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.    Rains  were 
also  reported  in  Western  Russia,  but  the  eastern  regions  were  dry  and  cold. 
The  weather  along  the  Black  Sea  coast  was  very  warm. 


Southern  Hemisphere 

The  outlook  for  the  wheat  harvest  in  Australia  continues  very  promis- 
ing.   Beneficial-  rains  were  reported  in  the  wheat  areas  of  :South  Australia, 
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Victoria  and  in  River ina  during  the  week  ended  October  28,  according  to 
reports  received  by  the  United  States  T.'eather  Bureau.     In  Argentina  tempera- 
tures were  again  slightly  sub-normal  in  the-  northern  wheat  zone  but  were  some 
what  above  normal  , in  the  southern  zone*    Precipitation  was  normal  or  above 
in  both  districts.    Precipitation  has  been  above  normal  in. the  northern 
district  during  four  out  of  the  past  five  weeks,  while  in  the  south  the 
past  three  weeks  have  been  normal  or  above. 

Movement  to  market 

United,  States 

The  exports  of  whe-vt  including  flour  from  the  United  States  from 
July  1  to  October  25,  -1930,  were  70,107,000  bushels  compared  with  61,354,000 
bushels  during  the  same  period  in  1929.  '  Exports  during  the  week  ended 
October  25  were  1,869,000  bushels  compared  with  2,  747,000  bushels  the  pre- 
vious week  and  2,189,000  bushels  during  the  week  ended  October  26,  1929. 

Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Division  of  Canada  on  October  24 
Were  128,419,000  bushels  against  126, 705,000  bushels  on  October  17,  1930,  and 
151,616,000  bushels  on  October  25,  1929.    Receipts  at  Port  William  and  Port 
Arthur  during  the  week  ended  October  24  were  5,255,000  bushels  and  ship- 
ments were  5,044,000  bushels.    Receipts  at  Vancouver  were  1,655,000  bushels 
and  shipments  were  2,089,000  bushels. 

European  market  conditions 

Grain  procurements  in  U. S.S.R.  up  to  October  20  were  reported  to  be 
40  per  cent  above  last  year.    The  amount  collected  this  year,  however,  is 
only  54  per  cent  of  the  "plan"  for  the  season,  whereas  last  year  collections 
up  to  the  same  date  amounted  to  70  per  cent  of  the  "plan"  for  the  year. 
The  bulk  of  the  grain  procured  is  reported  to  be  bread  grains,  mainly  wheat. 
Large  amounts  of  Russian  wheat  continued  to  be  offered  on  European  grai  i 
markets.     Italy. is  reported  to  be  the  principal  buyer  and  arrivals  of  wheat 
from  Russia  in  Italy  during  the  latter  half  of  September  were  estimated  at 
735,000  bushels  and  during  the  first  half  of  October  at  about  1,235,000 
bushels.    Market  activities  were  limited  in  central  and  eastern  European 
countries  during  the  week.    Port  stocks  of  wheat  continue  to  rise,  especi- 
ally at  Rotterdam  where  there  are  large  stocks  of  Russian  wheat.  Germany 
is  reported  to  be  taking  Manitoba    wheat  exclusively.     The  price  of  domestic 
wheat  in  Germany  was  higher  during  the  week,  due  to  the  increase  in  the 
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tariff  rate  from  $1.20  to  $1.62  per" bushel' which  became  effective  October  26* 
The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  atv Berlin  was  $1.51  per  bushel  on  October  29, 
an  increase  of  8  cents  over  the  price  on  October  22.    Rye  was  90  cents  per 
bushel  on  October  29,  an  increase  of  3  cents  over,  the  previous  week. 

United  States  wheat  prices 

In  the  principal  North  American  markets  wheat  futures  declined 
two  to  three  cents  per  bushel  during  the  week  ended  October  30,  whereas  at 
Liverpool  there  was  an  increase  of  about  two  cents  per  bushel.    At  Chicago 
December'  futures  closed  at  about  78  cents  per  bushel,  or  3  cents  below 
their  level  of  a  week  before.  :  rAt  Kansas  City  .December  futures  showed 
a  similar  decline  of  3  cents  to  72 'cents' per  bushel,  while  the  decline 
at  Minneapolis  was  from  76' to  74  cents.     On  October  19  February  futures 
at  Buenos  Aires  closed  at  70  cents  per  bushel,  one  cent  lower  than  a  week 
earlier . 

Perhaps  the  most  notable  feature  of  the  past  week's  development 
In  prices  has  been  the  strengthening  of  the  Liverpool  market  and  the 
'decline  of  prices  in  North  American  markets  relative  to  Liverpool.  This 
appears  to,  have  been  associated  with  some  slackening  in  the  pressure  of 
Russian  offerings  at  European  markets  with  the  result  that  Liverpool  and 
other  Importing  markets  are  more  largely  dependent  upon  North  American 
supplies.  '  •  . 

Cash  prices  at  the  principal  United  States  markets  averaged 
slightly  higher  during  the  week  ended  October  24  than  during  the  pre- 
.  vious  week.     The  average  of  all  classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  was 
77  cents  per  bushel  compared  with  75  cents  for  the  previous  week. 
Improvement  of  f rom:  one  to  four  cents  per  bushel  was  noted  in  each  of 
the  principal  representative  wheats  except  -No.  2  red  winter  at  St.  Louis, 
which  declined  one  cent  from  88  to  87- cents.  'No.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas 
increased  from  73  cents  to  76  cerits,  No.  1  dark  northern  spring  at 
Minneapolis,  increased  from  82  cents  to  C3  cents,  No.  2  amber  duram  at 
Minneapolis  increased  from  78  cents  to  79  cents,  and  western  white  at 
Seattle  increased  from  74  cents  to  78  cents.:

The  1930  rye  production  in  20  European  countries  is  876,543,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  about  2  per  cent  from  the  893,066,000  bushels  pro- 
duced in  the  same  countries  in  1929.    These  totals  included  nearly  all  the 
important  rye  producing  countries  in  Europe,  excepting  Prance  and  Russia. 
The  second  estimate  of  the  1930  rye  acreage  in  Argentina  is  1,364,000 
acres  as  compared  with  the  previous  estimate  of  1,142,000  acres,  and  the 
1929  area  of  1,291,000  acres.     The  revised  estimate  is  the  largest  on 
record  in  Argentina.  See  rye  acreage  and  production  tables,  pages  668  and 
669. 

PEED  GRAINS 


The  1930  production  of  the  feed  grains,  corn,  barley,  and  oats,  in 
the  European  countries  so  far  reported  totals  54,577,000  short  tons,  a 
decrease  of  13.6  per  cent  from  the  67,024,000  short  tons  produced  by  those 
countries  last  year.     In  1923  the  same  countries  raised  52,987,000  short 
tons,  and  in  1927,  51, 738, 000  'short  tons.     In  the  United  States  and  Canada 
combine:!  the  feed  grain  production  is  8.3  p.r  cent  below  that  of  1929,  and 
the  smallest  for  several  years. 

Corn 

The  1930  production  of  corn  in  the  16  countries  so  far  reported, 
which  last  year  raised  nearly  79  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total, 
exclusive  of  Russia,  amounts  to  2,730,745,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  more 
than  20  per  cent  from  the "product ion  of  those  countries  last  year.  The 
first  estimate  of  the  Austrian  crop  is  8*3  per  cent  above  the  1929  harvest, 
but  the  total  for  tie  9  European  countries  reported  is  more  than  20  per 
cent  below  that  of  last  year.     See  corn  production  table--.,  page  671. 

Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  the  Danubian  countries, 
Argentina,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  from  ITovembcr  1,  1929  to  the 
latest  dates  available  total  252,109,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  4  per 
cent  from  the  shipments  during  the  some  periods  of  the  preceding  year. 
Com  exports  from  the  United  States  during  the  week  ended  August  25, 
although  still  small,  were  the  largest  weekly  exports  since  August  23. 
Argentine  exports,  while  below  those  for  each  of  the  preceding  two  weeks, 
remained  above  the  4p00,000  bushel  mark.     See  corn  trade  table,  page  672.

Barley 

The  1930  production  of  barley  in  the  31  countries  so  far  reported, 
which  last  year  raised  nearly  80  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total, 
exclusive  of  Russia  and  China,  amounts  to  1,315,140,000  bushels,  a  decrease 
of  5  per  cent  from  the  production  of  those  countries  last  year.    The  first 
estimate  of  the  barley  crop  in  France  is  45,332,000  bushels,  more  than  23 
per  cent  below  that  of  1929,  and  the  smallest  crop  since  1923.    The  pre- 
vious estimate  for  England  and  Wales  has  been  decreased  by  nearly 
1,600,000  bushels  to  33,833,000  bushels,  more  than  2^  per  cent  below  that 
of  last  year.     The  total  for  the  24  European  countries  reported  now 
stands  at  a  figure  12.5  per  cent  below  that  of  the  same  countries  in 
1929.     See  barley  production  table,  page  671. 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total  30,440,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  27.7  per  cent  from  the  shipments  during  the  same 
periods  la,st  year.    United  States  barley  exports  during  the  week  ended 
October  25  were  the  smallest  weekly  export  since  June.    United  States  barley 
prices  increased  several  cents  during  the  week  ended  October  24,  but  were 
still  somewhat  below  the  corresponding  prices  last  year.     See  tables  showing 
barley  trade  read  prices,  pages  672  and  673.     The  duty  on  brewing  barley 
in  Germany,  effective  on  October  26,  is  $1.04  per  bushel. 

Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western  Cra,in  Inspection  Division  of 
Canada  on  October  24  amounted  to  23,369,000  bushels  compared  with  20,025,000 
bushels  on  that  date  last  year.    Receipts  of  barley  at  Fort  William,  Port 
Arthur,  and  Vancouver,  August  1  to  October  24,  amounted  to  10,982,000 
bushels  compared  with  9,660,000  bushels  for  that  period  last  year.  Shipments 
from  those  ports  totaled  6,688,000  bushels  against  only  1,948,000  bushels 
from  August  1  to  October  24,  1929. 

Oats 

The  1930  production  of  oats  in  the  27  countries  so  far  reported, 
which  last  year  raised  91  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total,  exclusive 
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of  Russia  and  China,  amounts  to  3,383,528,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  1.8 
per  cent  from  the  production  in  those  countries  last  year.    The ' f irst - esti- 
mate of  the  oats  crop  in  I./ance  Is  302,719,000  "bushels,  a  decrease  of 
23.5  -per  cent  from  that  of  1929,  and  the  smallest  crop  since  1922.  The 
previous  estimate  for  England  and  Wales  has  been  decreased  by  about 
2,300,000  bushels  to  91,420,000  bushels,  while  there  has  been  a  slight 
increase  in  the  Austrian  estimate.    Both  of  these  countries  show  production 
figures  more  than  14  per  cent  below  those  of  last  year,  while  the  total 
for  the  22  European  countries  reported  is  more  than  21  per  cent  below. 
See  oats  production  table,  page  671. 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total  14,218,000 
bushels,  an  increase  of  37,3  per  cent  over  the  exports  during  the  same 
periods  last  year.     There  were  practically  no  exports  of  oats  from  the 
United  States  during  the  week  ended  October  25,  while  prices  remained  at 
about  the  same  level  as  the  week  previous.     See  tables  showing  oats  trade  and 
prices,  pages 672  and  673. 

Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of 
Canada  on  October  24  amounted  to  7,793,000  bushels  compared  with  13,707,000 
bushels  on  the  sane  date  last  year.    Receipts  of  oats  at  Port  William,  Port 
Arthur,  and  Vancouver  from  August  1  to  October  24  amounted  to  4,411,000 
bushels  compared  with  1,561,000  bushels  during  that  period  last  year. 
Shipments  of  oats  from  those  -norts  totaled  4,317,000  bushels  against 
3,600,000  bushels  from  August" 1  to  October  24,  1929. 


POTATOES 

The  1930  European  potato  crop,  as  indicated  by  the  estimates  thus  far 
received,  is  smaller  than  the  record  harvest  last  year  but  is  larger  than  the 
harvests  in  1926,  1927  or  1923.    Estimates  from  17  countries  total  3,775, 054, 00C 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  6  per  cent  from  the  4,008,139,000  bushels  reported 
by  these  countries  in  1929.    Luring  the  oast  four  years- -these  17  countries 
have  produced  about  75  to  30  per  cent  of  the  estimated  European  potato  crop, 
exclusive  of  Russia.    The  reduced  potato  crop  this  year 'is  significant  in 
view  of  the  shortage  of  the  usual  feed  grains.    The  German  crop  is  estimated 
at  1,627,7  30,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  11  -oer  cent  over  last  year  and  the 
largest  crop  since  the  war.     Considerable  quantities  of  potatoes  are  fed  to 
livestock  each  year  in  Germany  and  the  government  is  reported  to  be  encour- 
aging the  use  of  the  crop  in  that  manner  this  year.     In  Poland,  however,  the 
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crop,  which  is  estimated  at  1,063,713,000  "bushels,  is  more  than  100,000,000 
bushels  below  1923.  '  Czechoslovakia  also  reports  a  smaller  crop  and  the 
lowest  since  1926. 

The  crop  in  England  and  Wales  is  estimated  at  96,459,000  bushels 
compared  with  133,952,000  bushels  in  1929  and  the  smallest  crop  since 
1916.    Estimates  have  not  been  received  for  Ireland  and  Scotland,  but  the 
acreage  in  both  these  countries  was  smaller  this  year.    The  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  for  Scotland  reported  on  October  1  that  the  lack  of  sunshine 
and  heavy  rains  proved  detrimental  to  the  crop  and  that  blight  was  preva- 
lent.   The  crops  in  Netherlands  and  Belgiun,  which  are  estimated  at  94,724,000 
bushels  and  101,031,000  bushels,  respectively,  are  37  and  30  per  cent  below 
last  year.    France  is  also  an  important  potato  producing  country,  produc- 
ing from  about  400,000,000  to  600,000,000  bushels  annually  during  the  past 
sis  years.    The  estimate  of  the  crop  this  year  is  not  available,  but  the 
International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome  reports  that  the  excessive 
and  persistent  rains  damaged  the  crop  and  that  there  are  complaints  of  rot 
everywhere.    More  favorable  weather  conditions  during  the  latter  half  of 
August  improved  conditions  in  some  districts,  but  yields  inferior  to  last 
year  are  expected.     See  table,  page  674. 

The  acreage  seeded  to  potatoes  in  U. S.S.R.  this  year  is  reported 
at  13,171,000  acres  compared  with  14,688,000  acres,  the  harvested  acreage 
in  1929.    Average  to  above  average  yields  are  expected,  according  to  the 
latest  reports  available. 


HOPS 

Eurp-pean  market  situation 

The  British,  hops  market  during  the  past  week  has  been  quieter,  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  dated  October  28,  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at 
London.    Choice  C-oldings  are  scarce  and  mostly  out  of  first  hand.    For  that 
reason  best  Fugglos  are  now  receiving  more  attention.    There  has  been  some 
inquiry  for  medium  grades  but  values  generally  are  unchanged.    The  German 
hops  crop  is  now  officially  estimated  at  24,365,000  pounds  against  30,075,000 
pounds  in  1929  and  18,446,000  pounds  in  1928,  according  to  a  cable  from 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Steere  at  Berlin.    Activity  in  the  Nuremberg 
Market  during  the  past  week  has  been  the  lightest  since  the  opening  of  the 
season.    The  Saaz  market  also  remained  quiet.    A  few  sales  of  Poperinghe 
at  $7.69  and  Alost  at  $9.58  per  100  pounds  are  reported  by  the  Belgium  markets. 
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THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET:    Prices  of  American  apples  on  the  Liverpool 
auction,  Wednesday  October  29,  were  maintained  on  about  the  same  levels 
as  last  reek,  according  to  a  cable  from  Fred  A.  Motz,  Pruit  Specialist  in 
Europe  for  the  Foreign  'Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  These' 
prices  are  considerably,  "below  those  ruling  at  this  time  last  year,  for 
boxed  apples.     The  fruit  was  in  generally  good  condition  except  New  York 
Baldwins,  most  of  which  were  slack.     Supplies. of  American  apples  were 
light  except  for  York  Imperials  and  boxed  Jonathans  .and  Newt owns,  which 
were  in  moderate  supply.    The  market  was  active  for  barrels  and  moderately 
active  for  boxes.     Inquiry  was  especially  good  for.  barreled  Yorks,  Romes, 
Jonathans  and  boxed  Oregon  Pewtowns..    Boxed  Washington  Jonathans  and 
California  Pewtowns  met  a  slower  market  than  last  week.     Supplies  of 
American  pears  were  liberal  and  in  good  condition.    The  market  was  active, 
prices  ruling  slightly  below  those  of  last  week.    Present  prices  are  below 
those  paid  at  this  time  last  year. 

Apples  were  in  moderate  supply  oh  the  London  market.     The  barreled 
offerings  were  largely  Canadian  fruit.    Inquiry  was  generally  moderate  for 
most  barreled  varieties,  but  slower  for  boxes.    American  apples  were  In 
good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  Washington  Jonathan^,  supplies  of 
which  were  in  only  fair  condition.     In  most  cases  the  London  prices  were 
lower  than  current  Liverpool  prices  and  below  those  paid  in  London  last 
week.    Inquiry  was  active  for  the 'liberal  stipplies  of  American  pears  on  the 
London  markets.     The  fruit  was  in  good  condition,    prices  were  similar  to 
those  paid  in  Liverpool, 'but  slightly  lower.    Mr.  Motz  reports  that  con- 
siderable quantities  of  Pova  Scotian  apples  are  being  shipped  to  Prance. 
Apple  shipments  from  Russia  are  not  expected  to  be  as  large  as  last  year, 
when  something  over  400,000  boxes  were  exported, "owing  to  the  good  local 
demand  in  Russia  and  to  shortage  of  packages.     The  outlook  continues 
good  for  American  apples  in  Continental  Europe.     See  Foreign  Service  re- 
lease, P.S./A-322,  October  31,  1930. 

THE  HAMBURG-  APD  COPENHAGEN  APPLE  MARKETS:    About  9,500  boxes  and 
5,400  barrels  of  American  ajjples  were  offered  on  the  Hamburg  auction 
Tuesday,  October  23,  and  15,000  boxes  and  7,000  barrels  on  Thursday, 
October  30,  according  to  a  cable  from  Fred  A.  Motz,  Pruit  Specialist  in 
Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The 
fruit  was  in  good  condition.     Inquiry  was  good  for  American  apples  on 
both  days.    York  Imperials  predominated  among  the  barreled  offerings. 
Prices  paid  were  about  the  same  at  both  auctions.    Prices  on  the  Copenhagen 
auction  Tuesday,  October  28,  were  on  slightly  lower  levels  than  last  week, 
and  Considerably  below  the  prices  paid  at  this  time  last  year.    York  Imperials 
showed  better  color  this  week  than  last.     See  Foreign  Service  release, 
F.S./A-323,  October  31,  1930. 
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THE  BRITISH  GRAPEFRUIT  V^SSMi       Supplies  of  grapefruit  were  moderate 
on  the  Liverpool  auction  Wednesday,  October  29,  according  to  a  cable  re- 
ceived in  the  Foreign  Service  from  Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in 
Europe  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  condition  of  the  fruit  was 
good.    Porto  Eican  So/96/112  sizes  sold  at  $3.65  to  $^.l*f  per  box  and 
126/150  sizes  at  $3.65  to  $3.95  per  box.     Jamaican  grapefruit  So/96  made 
$3.l6  to  $3.22  and  the  126/150  around  $3.Ul  per  box.    Ho  grapefruit  was 
offered  at  the  London  auction  this  week.     Grapefruit  shipments  have  been 
light.     At  the  present  time  there  are  6,000  boxes  of  Palestine  grape- 
fruit afloat  en  route  to  the  united  Kingdom. 

THE  SPANISH  RAISIN  CROP:       The  1930  production  of  raisins  in  Spain 
is  now  being  placed  at  20,000  short  tons  compared  with  22,500  short  tons 
in  1929,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Nielsen  at 
Marseilles.     The  crop  in  the  Valencia  district  is  estimated  at  11,000 
short  tons  against  13,000  last  year,  and  that  in  the  Malaga  district  at 
9,000  against  9,500  short  tons  last  year. 

NORTH  AMERICAN  POTATO  PRODUCTION:      The  1930  potato  crop  in  North 
America  in  not.  far  different  from  the  crop  harvested  in  1929,  but  is  below 
the  crops  of  either  192.7  or  1923.     The  United  States  crop  is  estimated  at 
352,206,000  bushels,  about  7,5~00,000  bushels  less  than  the  crop  harvested 
last  year,  but  this  decrease  is  more  than  offset  by  an  increase  in  the 
Canadian  crop.     The  latter  is  estimated  at  75,^37,000  bushels  as  compared 
with  66,550,000  bushels  in  1929.     The  combined  crop  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada  is  U27,6143,000  bushels  compared  with  ^-20,3^6,000  bushels  in 
1929  and  5^9,003,000  bushels  in  192S. 

WALNUTS  IMPORTED  INTO  FRANCS  MUST  SHOW  COUNTRY  OF  ORIGIN:  Accord- 
ing to  a  law  recently  -published  in  the  "Journal  Officiel",  an  attempt  will 
be  made  to  check  the  practice  of  substituting  walnuts  from  the  Balkans 
and  Manchuria  for  distribution  as  nuts  of  French  origin.     The  higher  prices 
paid  for  nuts  from  southeastern  and  southwestern  France  have  given  rise  to 
a  general  merchandise  practice  of  substituting  nuts  of  an  inferior  quality. 
In  the  hope  that  this  practice  can  be  stamped  out,  all  cases  of  imported 
walnuts  henceforth  must  be  indelibly  stenciled  with    the  name  of  the  coun- 
try of  origin.     In  the  opinion  of  the  trade,  however,  there  is  considerable 
doubt  as  to  the  efficacy  of  this  measure  because  of  the  impossibility  of 
preventing  substitution  in  retail  outlets,  both  in  France  and  in  foreign 
markets. 
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NINE  MONTHS '  MEAT  SUPPLIES  AT  LONDON  CENTRAL  MARKETS:     Smaller  sup- 
plies of  "beef  and  pork  and  larger  supplies  of  nut  ton  and  lamb  were 
received  at  London  Central  Markets  during  the  first  ninemonths  of  1930 
than  for  the  sane  period  of  1929.     The  total  of  all  neat  is  about  2  per 
cent  below  a  year  ago.     Receipts  of  beef  and  veal  for  the  first  nine  months 
of  1939  amounted  to  Uo^-,000,000  pounds.,  a  decrease  of  2  per  cent  compared 
with  1929.     Supplies  from  domestic  sources  wore .approximately  the  same  as 
last.  year.     Receipts  from  Argentina,  the  principal,  foreign  source  of  sup- 
ply fell  k  per  cent  to  223,000,000  pounds,  while  receipts,  from  Uruguay  and 
Australia  also  were  lower.     On  the  other  hand,  Brazil'  furnished  20,000,000 
pounds,  or  33  per  cent  more  than  for  the  same  period  a  year  ago,  while 
New  Zealand  also  furnished  an  increased  amount. 

Approximately  1  cor  cent  more  mutton  and  lamb  was  received  this  year 
during  the  period  under  discussion  than  in  1929,  the  increased  receipts 
being  mostly  from  New  Zealand  and  Uruguay.     The  supply  from.  New  Zealand, 
which  furnished  a  little  over  one-half  the  total  receipts,  amounted  to 
123,000,000  pounds,  an  increase  of  II  per  cent  over  the  same  period  of 
1929.    Domestic  supplies,  as  well  as  those  from  Argentina  and  Australia, 
fell  of  considerably.    Pork  and  bacon  receipts  this  year  so  far,  amounting 
to  559000,000  pounds,  have  been  17  per  cent  below  receipts  for  the  same 
period  a  year  ago.     Supplies  from  domestic  sources,  which  furnish  about  70 
per  cent  of  the  total,  were  under  last  year's  amount  by  lb  per  cent.  The 
United  Stat&s  and  Denmark  were  the  only  countries  showing  increases. 
These  two  countries,  however,   contribute  only  a  small  percentage  of  receipts 
at  the  London  Markets.     See  table,  page  67^. 


DAIRY  PRODUCTS 


EUROPEAN  PUTTER  PRICES  PURTEER  DECLINE:      quotations  on  butter  in  the 
principal  Euro_pean  markets  were  materially  lowered  during  the  week  ended 
October  30,  according  to  cabled  report?  from  American  Agricultural  Commission- 
ers.    The  Copenhagen  official  quotation  on  that  date  was  ecfuivalent  to  29.9 
cents  against  3l»^  cents  the  previous  Thursday  and  jS.G  cents  a  year  earlier. 
New  York  92  score,   quoted  at  39.5  cents,  a  decline  of  only    ono~holf  cent 
from  the  previous  Thursday,  was  thus  still  practically  10  cents  higher  than 
Copenhagen.     The  London  Market  was  reported  as  slow  with  quotations  generally 
one-half  cent  to  a  cent  lower  than  a  week  earlier  and  lower  than  a  year  ago 
by  20  per  cent  in  the  case  of  Danish,  and  37  per  cent  on  New  Zealand.  On 
unsalted  New  Zealand,   the  quotation  of  33.5?  ocnts  was  higher  by  a  cent  and  a 
half  than  the  previous  wee!:,  and  only  20  per  cent  lower  than  a  year  ago.  See 
page  677  for  detailed  connarr.ti ve  price  statement. 
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FOREIGN  AGRICULTURAL  MARKET  CONDITIONS  . 

Unfavorable  factors  continue  to  dominate  in  the  foreign  markets 
for  American  agricultural  products,  according  to  information  received 
in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from 
American  Agricultural  Commissioners,  the  Departments  of  Commerce  and 
State,  and  other  sources.      In  Europe  unemployment  figures  expanded  dur- 
ing September  and  October  for  most  countries,  notably  in  Great  Britain 
and  Germany.    Political  uncertainties  in  the  latter  country  are  exerting 
a  greater  influence  upon  European  economic  affairs.    Lack  of  confidence 
in  current  price  levels  continues  to  hamper  commercial  activity,  with  a 
conseouent  postponement  of  recovered  purchasing  power.     In  the  Orient, 
developments  of  recent  months  have  been  relatively  more  favorable  than  in 
Europe.  ■  Silver  exchange,  while  still  low  when  compared  with  last  year, 
has  shown  a  stronger  tone  since  July.     In  both  China  and  Japan  there  appears 
to  be  a  tendency  toward  larger  imports  of  American  cotton,  tobacco  and 
wheat  flour. 

In  Great  Britain  the  unemployment  total  on  October  6  stood  at 
2,176,000,  nearly  1,000,000  larger  than  a  year  ago,  and  the  highest  since 
1321,.  according  to  the  Department  of  Commerce.     Foreign  trade  figures  for 
September,  were  the  lowest  of  any  month  in  1930,  and  also  below  the  Septem- 
ber, 1929,  level.     So  far  the  anticipated  autumn  revival  in  British  com- 
mercial activity  has  failed  to  materialize.     Commodity  prices  have  dropped 
further  in  recent  weeks  after  a  temporary  slowing  down  in  the  rate  of 
decline.     The  continued  weakness  of  wholesale  prices  encourages  the  tone 
of  insecurity  in  industrial  enterprises.     In  the  leading  industries,  such 
as  coal,  iron  and  steel,  sldpbuilding  and  cotton  textiles,  no  sign  of 
greater  activity  is  evident.     In  fact,  much  of  the  increased  unemployment 
comes  from  these  older  industries,  with  seasonal  factors  expected  to  increa.se 
the  unusually  large  totals.     So  far  little  progress  has  been  made  in  carry- 
ing out  proposals  for  widespread  reorganization  of  certain  leading  British 
industries. 

On  the  continent,  general  business  continues  to  contract  slowly, 
according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Steere  at  Berlin. 
Information  available  up  to  mid-October  indicated  no  check  in  the  downward 
movement  of  industrial  activity.    Unemployment  is  high  and  incruasing  in 
most  continental  countries.    Wages  and  prices  continue  to  decline.     It  ap- 
pears that  prospects  are  not  encouraging  for  an  early  restoration  of  the 
confidence  necessary  for  a  general  revival  of  consumer  trade  and  buying 
activity.     In  Germany  conditions  appear  to  be  particularly  unsatisfactory. 
The  fact,  however,  that  the  government  retains  its  parliamentary  majority 
at  least  until  the  Reichstag  reassembles  in  December,  has  removed  temporarily 
some  of  the  political  uncertainty.     In  France  industrial  activity  continues 
at  relatively  high  levels  but  with  no  additional  expansion  in  evidence.  In 
Belgium  the  pace  of  business  recession  has  been  accelerated  somewhat  follow-

ing  further  industrial  curtailment  and  wage  reductions.     Similar,  Taut  less 
pronounced,  tendencies  are  at  work  in  the  Netherlands.     In  Italy  there  are 
signs  of  increasing  general  depression.    Poland  also  reports  very  unfavor- 
able conditions,   out  sees  some  indication  of  the  "bottom  having  "been  reached. 
Bad  conditions  exist  also  in  Czechoslovakia  and  Austria,  with  limited 
seasonal  improvement  in  evidence.     Conditions  in  the  Scandinavian  countries 
remain  relatively  favorable. 

Wheat  and  feed  grains 

December  wheat  futures  closed  at  Liverpool  on  November  30  at  85  cents 
against  $1.30  per  bushel  a  year  ago.     The  prices  of  the  past  two  weeks  have 
shown  some  tendency ■ to  check  the  downward  movement  of  recent  months,  but 
it  appears  that  for  the  time  being  at  least  Russian  offerings  are  an  impor- 
tant bearish  factor  in  a  situation  lacking  any  strong  buying  force.     On  the 
continent  also  wheat  prices  have  had  a  tendency  to  weaken.    Mr.  Steere  report 
that  wheat  is  being  bought  'only  for  immediate  requirements  as  a  result  of 
bearish  interpretations  of  world  conditions  and  import  restrictions.    No  reaL 
change  in  buying  policy  is  expected  until  domestic  European  supplies  are 
materially  r  educed  or  fundamental  changes  appear  .in  the  overseas  supply 
situation.     There  has  been  some  seasonal  increase  in  European  port  stocks. 
The  1930  European  wheat  crop,  aside  from  Russia,  now  stands  about  6.8  per 
cent  below  the  1929  figures,  and  the  North  African  crop  is  down  2U  per  cent. 
Indications  are  that  in  North  America  the  1930  crop  will  be  10.2  per  cent 
larger  than  last  year;  that  there  have  been  good  crops  in  Asia,  and  that  the 
southern  hemisuhere  prospects,  are  for  crops  considerably  larger  than  those 
of  1929. 

Shorter  feed  grain  crops  and  very  low  wheat  prices  undoubtedly 
encourage  heavier  wheat  consumption  this  year-  than  last.  Notwithstanding 
the  continuation  of  high  duties  in  some  countries,  it  is  expected  that 
Europe  will  utilize  more  wheat  this  season  as  a  result  largely  of  reduced 
feed  grain  crops  and  larger  numbers  of  livestock.    During  the  first  three 
months  of  the  current  season,  European  takings  of  imported  wheat  have  been 
considerably  larger  than  a  year  ago.     France  has  reduced  the  requirements 
for  the  use  of  domestic  wheat,  in  those  mills  which  are  restricted,  from 
95  to  90  per  cent.     Germany,  on  the  other  hand,  has  raised  the  milling 
requirements,  increased  the  duty  and  modified  the  import  certificate  sys- 
tem so  that  German  millers  arc  practically  forced  to  pay  fairly  high  prices 
for  domestic  wheat  while  using  very  little  imported  wheat.    Italy  and 
several  of  the  North  European  countries  show  signs  of  larger  import 
r  e  qui  r  em  en  t  s . 

In  the  Orient,  some  additional  buying  has  appeared.  September  ar- 
rivals of  imported  wheat  flour  at  Tientsin,  China,  during  September  were 
reported  by  Consul  General  Gauss  as  being  considerably  larger  than  in 
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August.     In  Addition,  local  mills  have  been  turning  out  record  volumes 
of  wheat,  flour  from  native  wheat,  and  stocks  have  increased  with  Tooth  wheat 
and  flour  prices  somewhat  weaker.     In  Japan  the  domestic  wheat  market  continued 
dull  during  September,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Cunsul  General  Garrels 
at  Tokyo.    Hills,  however,  were  active  owing  to  the  good  export  demand  for 
Japanese  wheat  flour.    August  wheat  imports  came  largely' from  the  United  States, 
with  Canada  second  and  Australia  last.'    From  September  1  to  October  1,  the 
price  of  United  States  wheat  at  Japanese  mills  declined,  while  prices  for  other 
imported  and  native  wheats  rose  somewhat. 

In  feed  grains,  the  combined  European  production  of  corn,  barley 
and  oats  for  1930 "appears  to  be  about  18  per  cent  below  the  total  for  1929, 
but  a  little  larger  than  the  small  crop  of  1927  and  1928.     The  corn  and  oats 
crops  have  been  reduce dto  a  greater  extent  than  has  barley.     So  far,  however, 
the  European  feed  grain  market  has  shown  little  or  no  inclination  toward 
activity  this  season  despite  the  strongly  reduced  prices  and  supplies,  and- 
the  larger  number  of  animals  to  be  fcd0     Important  factors  making  for  a  slow 
feed  grain  market  are:    Anticipation  of  still  lower  prices,  with  Argentina 
expecting  a  largo  corn  crop;  the  low  price  of  wheat,  especially  in  low- 
grades;  and  the  tendency  to  feed  wheat  in  areas  where  it  is  practicable  to 
do  so.     In  general,  feed  grain  exports  from  producing  countries  this  season 
have  been  smaller  than  a  year  ago.    A  notable  exception  is  the  larger 
movement  of  oats  out  of  Argentina. 

Cotton 

British  market  reports  mention  slightly  increased  purchases  of  both 
raw  cotton  and  textiles  over  the  past  month,  although  the  general  volume 
of  trade  continues  at  relatively  low  levels.      There  has  been  somewhat  more 
forward  business,  and  future  prospects  are  reported  as  better  than  for  some 
time  past.     Inquiries  from  India  and  China  have  made  some  progress  with  a 
large  sect  ion  of  the  Indian  tra.de  showing  signs  of  disaf  feet  ion  on  the  point 
of  local  trade  restrictions.     There  have  been  a  few  cases  of  restarted  looms 
in  the  Manchester  district,  but  so  far  the  number  of  persons  re-employed  has 
been  insignificant.    The  industry  continues  to  study  reorganization  plans,  1 
with  the  more-looms-pcr-weaver  idea  gaining  ground. 

On  the  Continent,  activity  in  the  cotton  industry  and  sales  volumes 
remain  very  unsatisfactory,  according  to  Mr.  Sttfere. (  Reports  from  Germany 
and  other  Central  European  countries  appear  relatively  less  favorable  than 
for  other  marnf ncrturing  countries.     Italy  and  Belgium  also  report  a  generally 
unfavorable  state  of  affairs.     Jn  France,  cotton  textiles  continue  to 
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enjoy  a  relatively  tetter  degree  of  activity,  out  ipolitical  uncertainties  appear 
to  te  having  a  "bad 'effect  upon  plans  for  the  future.     Spinners  bought  raw 
cotton  fairly  freely  in  Septemher,  hut  transactions  were  fewer  during  Octoher. 
In  general,  however,  a  fair  amount  of  interest  is  "being  displayed  "by  conti- 
'nehtal  spinners  in  American  raw  cotton.     Increased  confidence  in  raw  cotton, 
prices  and  the  evident  reduction  in  finished  goods  stocks  have  "been  effective 
in  ms.ld.ng  manufacturers  somewhat  more  hopeful  of  future  business.  Generally 
speaking,  the  present  situation  bears  considerable  resemblance  to  that  of  1926 
when,  aided  "by  unusually  low  prices,  the  continental  cotton  industry  was  one 
.•of  the  first  to  - show  activity  following  the  depression  of  previous  months. 

In  the  Orient,  a  somewhat  "bright or  situation  developed  in  Japan  toward 
the  end  of  Septemher  owing'  to  reduced  stocks  of  yarn  and  cloth-,  according 
to  Consul  Dickovcr  at  Kohe.    More  "business  has  developed  with .  CM na  and.. 
India.  ■   As  Octoher  advanced,  the  Japanese  mill  situation  was  less  houyant, 
hut  demand  was  fairly  steady  largely  as  a  result  of  orders  for  home  consump- 
tion.   The  output  curtailment  pending  for  several  ■  months'  has  "boon  put  into 
effect.    In  China  spinning  mills  have  "been  running  almost  at  capacity.  Day 
and  night  operations  created  larger  yarn  stocks  at  most  mills  during  Septem- 
ber, reports  Agricultural  Commissioner  Nyhus  at  Shanghai.'  Yarn  prices.- had  a 
downward  tendency  during  Octoher.     In  general,  however,  deliveries  of  yarn 
hava  heen  satisfactory  as  civil  conditions. improved.    Prices  have  he en  some- 
what helow  expectations,  hut  stocks  have  not  become  burdensome.     In  some 
lines  of  piece  goods,  also,  deliveries  have  "been  good.    Improved  exchange 
rates  have  helped  piece  goods  prices,  and  there  have  heen  some  additions 
made  to  spinning/equipment. 

Pork  products  .,  r 

The  weak  foreign,  demand  of  recent  months  for  American  pork  products, 
nptably  cured  pork,  continued  through  Septemher  and  October.     In  Great  Erit— 
X)ain,  the  leading. foreign  market  for  American  cured  pork  and  lard,  record 
receipts  of  Danish  "bacon  have  affected  adversely  \hc  market  for  similar 
prqducts  from  any  other  source.    Prices  now  being  paid'  for  the  Dani sh  pro-d- 
:'uct  are  close  to  pre-war  . levels.    .Quotations  on  American  bacon  compare 
favorably  with  those  of  recent  years,  hat  the  supply  is  unusually  small. 
In  hams,  most  of  which  come  from  the  United  States,  both  the  supply  and  price 
show  a  downward  tendency,  ..-  Lard  prices  in  '"both  Great  Britain  and  Germany 
have  risen  in  sympathy  with  the  advance  in  .  the  United  States  as  a  result  of 
reduced  output  in  this  country.     Current  prices  are  the  highest  of  the  current 
season  and  compare  favorably  with  those  of  last, year.     Imports  of  Aperican 
lard,  however,  have  declined,  notahly  in  Germany.     Continental  hog  marke tings 
and  pork  production  appear  to  he  entering  the  heaviest  phase  of  the  current 
production  cycle,  and  hog  prices  arc  weak. 
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Apples 

In  Great  Britain,  prospects  for  American  apples  and  pears  daring  the 
current  season  are  encouraging,  according  to  ?.  A*  Motz,  fruit  specialist 
in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service.     Satisfactory  prices  arc  anticipated. 
The  English  apple  crop,  although  considered  a  good  one,  is  rapidly  going 
into,  consumption.    Dessert  varieties  are  calready  scarce  and  cooking  apples 
are  cleaning  up.     So  far  this  season,  "because  of  the  import  restriction 
on  American  apples,   shipments  from  the  United  States  have  "been  smaller 
than  in  previous  years.     The  condition  and  appearance  of  the  fruit,  however, 
has  been  good.     On  the  Continent,  apple  demand  and  prices  appear  to  be  well 
sustained  in  relation  to  the  reduced  European  supply,  according  to  Mr.  Steers 
at  Berlin.'    The  outlook  appears  favorable  for  irrported  fruit.     The  general 
reduction  in  buying  power,  however,  may  offset  considerably  the  advantage 
enjoyed  by  American  apples  from  the  viewpoint  of  competitive  supplies. 

Prune  s 

By  the  middle  of  October,  spot  business  in  California  prunes  in  the 
London  market  was  showing  distinct  improvement,  Mr.  Motz  reports.  The 
bulk  of  the  orders  have  been  for  small  si  zcg,  but  the  volume  was  greater 
than  for  some  time  past.     London  stocks  of  several'  sizes,  particularly  the 
larger  fru.it,  were  short,  and  prices  were  strengthening.     In  Liverpool 
prices  for  most  sizes  were  firm,  with  strong  indications  of  increasing 
demand.     On  the  Continent,  also,  the  demand  for  prunes  has  shown  good 
revival  during  October,  Mr.  Steerc  reports.     The  renewed  interest  is 
attributed  largely  to  trade  confidence  in  the  present  price  level.  Earlier 
in  the  month  Germany. was  showing  some  interest  in  California  and  French 
prunes,  but  Oregon,  Washington  and  Yugoslav  fruit  was  being  neglected.  This 
season  both  Vienna  and  Prague  also  have  bought  California  prunes  via  Hamburg, 
owing  to  prices  being  more  favorable  than  lor. Yugoslav  prunes. 

Tobacco  ,   

The  outlook  for  American- grown  flue-cured'  tobacco  in  the  United 
Kingdom  is  favorable,  both  from  long-time  and  short-time  viewpoints,  accord- 
ing to  a  report  from  Mr.  J.  B.  Hut  son,  Tobacco  .  Specialist  of  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service  of  the  United  States  Department  of  -Agri culture  in  Europe. 
During  the  past  five  years  the  consumption  .of  .  thi s  type  of  tobacco  in  the 
United  Kingdom  appears  to  have  increased  at  .an  average  rate  of  about  five 
per  cent  a  year.     The  exports  of  cigarettes  made  in  the  United  Kingdom  in 
which  American-grown  flue-cured  tobacco  is  used  have  increased  at.  an  even 
faster  rate.     Stocks  of  this  type  of  tobacco  in  the  United  Kingdom  are  not 
greatly  different  from  those  of  other  recent  years,  .when  considered  in 
relation  to  the  increasing  consumption.. 
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As  a  result  of  increased  cotton  exports,  the  index  of  United 
States  agricultural  exports  for  the  month  of  September  took  an  upward 
turn,  amounting  to  12k  a?  compared  with  121  for  the  same  month  a  year 
ago  hut  , '  wi  th  that  exception,  was  lover  than' --'for  any  September  during  the 
last  ten  years.'    When  cotton  is  excluded,  the  index  for  the  month  dropped 
to  11^4,  the'  lowest  September  index  since  1917.'  reflecting  the  sharp  de- 
cline in  meats  and  meat  products,  grains,  fruit  and  dairy  products.  The 
increase  in  esports  of  cotton  Ka,s  due  to  heavier  shipments  to  Germany, 
France .and  Japan*     Total  exports  of  cotton  for  the  two  months,  August- 
September,  1930,  amounted  to  1,351,000  bales,  an  increase  of  3^  psr  cent 
•over  the-  corresponding  two  months  of  the  precedi ng  season.     Exports  of 
wheat  and  flour,,  while  -hove  those  for  September,  1929»  were  low  for  this 
season  of  the  year  and  all  other  grains  also  fell  off  so  that  the  index 
for  the  group  was  only  171,   or  lower  than  any  like  period  since  1917*  $ 
Exports,  of  American  pork  and  lard  continued  low,  the  index  for  lard  being 
below  that  of  any  month  since  August,  1920,  and  with  the  exception  of 
October,  1928,  the  index  for  cured  pork  was  the  lowest  of  any  month  during 
the  last  sixteen  years.    Fruits  also  registered  a  decline,  the  index  be- 
ing lower  than^any  September  since'  192U-.,  '  and  exports  of  dairy  products 
also,  dropped  off.     The-  amount  of  leaf  tobacco  moving  into  foreign  chan- 
nels was  large,  though  a  little  under  the  unusually  heavy  exports  for 
September,  1928  and 1929.
